Never was the ſto- 
rie of /ephte ſeene better perſonated : This yong 
innocent held himſelfe faſt fixed to the knees of 
his father, humbly beſeeching him by all that 
which was-moft religious and ſacred with him 
in the world, to declare the remedy might be ap-

bances of her bed, as if it had becne the cauſe 
of her cares , ſhe walked up and downe her cham- 
ber like a ghoſt , ſometimes ſhee opened the 
weaned ſecing Heaven enameled with an in- 
finite number of (tars : ſhee ſaid to herſelfe, A- 
mongſt ſo _ eyes which watch in this great 
Temple of God, is there not ſome one that un- 
dertakes the commiſſion of the events of the 
world, which may command ſome ray coariſe in 
the confuſion of my affaires? Then remembring 
within her ſelfe the contentment of her fathers 
houſe, which ſhe had taſted in hcr moſt innocent 
yeeres : her taking away, her fortune, her im- 
ployment, the tedious yeeres, which ſaw her 
drenched in this miſerable ſervitude; ſhe breath- 
ed foorth ſighes, and moyſtened her boſome 
with teares, which ſeemed, oughtto be without 
meaſure,as her evill was without remedy. 

Sometime it came into her thoughts, that 
perhaps ſome divine power had ſent theſe two 
young gallants forherdeliverance, and that ſhee 
ſhould not refuſe the good fortune which now 
did (as it were) knocke at herdore, then inſtant- 
ly ſhee ſmiled. at her owne imagination, and 
thorough 
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thorough an infinite care ſhe had to preſerve her 
virginity perpetually inviolable : it ſeemed to 
her that her minde was too much employed on 
the image of herdeare 1ſchyrion; her young heart 
which had not learned to love any creature in 
this manner, doubred her firft flames, and feared 
to truſt her ſelfe with ber owne ſecret. 

Then ſhe blamed her owne ſimplicity as too 
ſcrupulous, being perſwaded fhee ought not to 
reſiſt the inſpiration of ſo holy an amity,and that 
this fire was not unlike the rayes of the Sunne 
whichenkindlethe Phenix his neſt. 

If in the agitation of berthoughts ſhe ſtrove 
to ſhut aneye ; her repoſe was preſently aſſailed 
with affrightments, and fantaties which figured 
unto her hideous images of her calamity: ſome- 


times ſhee thought ſhe ſaw herbeſt beloved cur. 


in peeces in this moſt enormous ſacrifice, and 
thathee implored her aide with a dying voice : 
One while ſhe brake priſon with him, and found 
therein reſiſtance that hindered her defignes : an 
other while ſhee ranne thorough frightfull for- 
reſts and wildernefſes, in the company of her 1/- 
chyrion : another while ſhe ſayled vpon ſeas full 
of Monfters,and Tempeſts,and in an inſtanr,ſaw 
her felfe ſurpriſed by the high Prieſt, who re- 
proached her with ingratitude, and infidelity : 
His menacing countenance purſued her as a ſha- 
dow of hell, it ſhuther up in dungeons, it put 
fetters on her feet,and hands, it, in her opinion 
condemned her todye in flames, and to ſerue for 
a ſpectacle of terrour to all thoſe , who had ado- 
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Avaſpus, 


red her as a Divinity. Amongſt all cheſe hor- 
rours thee had not any thought more ſweet than 
death, which ſhee began ro refle&t on with an 
amorouseye,as the Haven of the perturbations 
of her minde. She perſwaded her (c|fe,that who 
can no longer hope for ought, ſhould feare no. 
thing, and that the moſt undoubred remedy of 
all miſcries was the extremity of choſe miſerics, 
which ended in the laſt period of rhetr violence, 
ſincethe divine providence hath not made an im- 
morrall evill, for _ mortall. 

So ſoone as ſhee ſaw rhe firſt rayes of day- 
light to breake forth, ſhe went to ſeeke out her 
fairhfull Araſps, who wasat that time the only 
creature of the world, intowhoſe heart ſhe might 
powre forth her A with tull ſecurity : He 
was her foſter father, bred up formerly in her fa- 
thers houſe, a man of extraction noble cnough. 
witry, and couragious, no whit degenerating 
from his Nobilicy. Hee hadeverbred the yong 
Mayd with unſpeakable tendernefle, and being 
in her company when ſhewas ſurprized, had pur 
himfſelfe into defence.,and received ſome wounds 
which cauſed him ſtil tocary notable characters 
of his loyalty. Afterwards hee being taken to- 
gether with her by theſe rheeves : they ſeeing 
the childe was indanger ofdeath if ſhee loſt the 
company of this man, thoughr itunfit to remove 
him from her. And he being very diſcreet, quick- 
ly gorcredit among the Barbarians, mannaging 
with much dexterity the ſafety and repoſe of 
his Hildegardss , untill ſuch time as God ſent 
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ſome fayre occaſion to worke her liberrie. . 

Araſpws then ſeeing her enter into his cham- 
ber, well perceived ſhe was not in any good tune, 
and ſaid unto her : Daughter,nhat brings 10u hither? 
Hee nho ſhould behold your countenance would thinke 
your mind were full of diſcontent. But ſhe ar that 
rime laying afideall complements, and thinking 
of nothing bur to empty her hearrof what ſur- 
charged it: demaunded of him,whither hee had \ 
thoroughly obſerved all that paſled in the mar- 
ter of theſe gallants, and hee replying one muſt 
be withour eyes, if they were not open 12 Heho'd 
ſo prodigious valour. This word extremely 
pleaſed rhe fairhfull Lover, and gave her occaſi- 
on to enlarge upon their praiſe with diſcourſes 
ſuperlative enough, which ſhe could nortend, bur 
with compaſſion of their miſery : for ſhe birter- 
ly bewayled to ſee ſuch eminent vertues under 
the knife of furies. But Araſpes ſeeking rocom- 
fort her, and ſhewing thar in a matter already 
paſſed we haveno better remedy then forgerfu]- 
nefſe,and in caſe of impoſſibility,no other power 
bur the acknowledgement of our infirmities, the 
wide opened her heart, and ſaid unto him, 


Araſpus, )yowu know you have beene obliged to all our 
family, and by how many titles I may account you mine : 
Needs muſt I confeſſe,fince my misfortune hath enthra!- 
led meewith captivity, T have ever caſt an cye on you, as 
an Angel-guardian appointed by the gods for my ſafety. 
Phave made you the depoſitory of all my croſſes, counſels, 
all my thoughts * and if in ſuch confuſion of afſaires,1 
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have received any hope,1 no ſooner felt it bud in my hart, 
but have beene willing to make it bloome in your boſome. 
You are not ignorant that yunce my captreity T have lived 
61 gall and teares, nor have found any thing elſe then 
thornes in ax age,wherein Mayds of my condition uſe not 
to walke but on roſes, How of ten have you ſeene mee in 
the acceſſes of ſorrowſo violent,as they were able to rend 
my ſoule foorth, if my good Genius had not preſerved 
it for a more proſperous fortune 5 you uſed to tell mee 
1 muſt bee patient , .and that a happy day would come 
nhich ſhould brealc my fetters, and wipe away all m 
teares, Now know ( mydeare Araſpus) that day ix 
come,that if I once neglef my happine ſie, it nil{paſpe a- 
nay, nor ever ſhall I againe ſo much as touch the tips of 
its wings. It ts moſ> undoubted that Heaven ta- 


king ſomepittyon my griefe, hath ſent us theſe two gen- 


tlemen, of whoſe flrength and valour you havehad teſti- 
7::0ny enough, wherefore I am reſolved by ſome way or 0- 
ther to ſet them at liberty, and ſuffer them ro take mee 
f-om hence, that ſo 1 may bee reftored to my Fathers 
to:fe. This 1s a plot nhich cannot bee condemned by a- 
ry, who have not utterly abandoned humane affeRion. 

 Andif you alleage, you therein findevery many dif- 
ft «trier, 1 anſwere, good things are not otherwiſe com- 
roſfedes All muſt be hazarded to gaine all, at the worſt 
7 Fane nothing 10 looſe , but a moſt miſerable life, If 
+94 nillnot expoſe your ſeife to perill in this affaire + at 
icaft deny mee wot your counſe#, The ſubflance of it 1 
1117 not into deliberation, 1 onely aske what courſe wee 
muſt hold in the execution. 
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bold proie& of this ſpirit, which had never beene 
unfolded in ſuch manner, and afluredly iudged 
this cogitation had gayned ſo deepe roots in her 
heart, that it would bea matter very difficult to 
oppoſe her reſolutions. Notwithſtanding he re- 
plycd : ( Moſt deare daughter) it were ſuperfluos to 
entertaine you nith diſcourſe of the ſervices T have de- 
dicated to your nuble Family: yea,much lefieon the pore- 
erfull and ardent affetions which tranſport me to d:ſire 
30ur liberty, mhercin I behold mine onne engaged : 
Beleeve mee ( ſwect creature) you ill dejire the beſt 
thing in the world, and by making an atterapt unſeaſ0- 
nably,you ruine all your endevours fer the future. You 
will not (as far as 1 canperceive) deſcend from your pri- 
ſon,but by precipitation, andonce to preſerve your ſelfe 
contrary to the rules of prudence, you reroyce ro undoe 
your ſelfe for ever, by the wayes of temerity, All that, 
which ordinarily is uſed ts deſtroy good affaires, 1s it 
which now you employ to make yours ſucceſſefull Paſſion, 
Diſorder, Haſt, Precipitation,hold counſel in your yong 
heart, whilſt reaſon is exiled : You ſpeake of ſetting 
theſe two young Gentlemen at libertie : how would you 
give that to others, which you have not your ſelfe 9 Is 


there not a gaoler at the gates of theſe priſons? Are

there not guards in the Caftle 2 Are there not centi- 


nels who watch on all ſides? And were allof then faſt 
a ſleepe , nhat meanes will there bee to deceive a Prieff 
rho hath Argos eyes perpetually open upon your per- 
ſon > nay,ſhould you break tro iron gate , three others 
would make reſiſtance. This whole Caſtle 15 (as it were) 
nothing but a cont inuall priſon, nhercin the birds of the 
ayre ould have cxough to dee to ſauce themſelies ? Fut 
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if it once happen you bee ſurprized in the aR, ( of which 
there arevery ſtrong apparances ) you thruſt your ſclfe 
into hazard,cither to bee burnt alive, or to involue your 
whole life in the deepeſt miſeries which may bee imagi- 
ned. But (daughter) had you all you could dejire to 

ur hearts wiſh * can you thinke it mere fit to put your 
ſelfe into the hands of theſe young ſirangers, who for the 
20 ft part have ro more fidelity then the ſea, and winds £ 
Remember , you hitherts have preſerved the precious 
treaſure of Tirginity, wherein the lawes of the Countrey 
have infinitely favoured you, and that there needs bus 
one houre te looſe that in peace, which hath been main- 
rained by tenyeeres marre. This vertue (if you know it 
not) 1s allof plaſſe, one unadviſed touch of the finger, ws 
of rower to byeake it in the brighteſt ſplendor of its 
lu[rre. 

ge” your ſelfe now in an eſtate wherein you have 
cained reputation, and honours are done you as vo a Di- 
7 nity: Let time ſweetly flide away, and expe till the 
fruit be ripe, which of it ſelfe will fall. We heare the 
ſtandards of Charlemaign the prime Monarch of the 
world, menace this Countrey : what know you mhether

This Oration ftrengthened with wiſedome, 
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and affetion , ought to have made a powerfull 
impreſſion on the heartofa veſtall : Bur we muſt 
affirme it is one of the greateſt miracles in the 
world to make acreature of this ſexe, which hath 
given admittanceto ſome violent paſſion, freely 
todochomage toa truth acknowledged. 

Aﬀections are oft-times as caſily put on, as 5,;4ng pt 
ſhirt, but if we ſpeake of diſpoyling them, it is fone, 
found they ſticke much cloſer then the skinne. 
Should you alleage a thouſand reaſons toa ſoule 
ſurprized with ſelte-lave,you ſhall gaine but this 
one concluſion : / knew what 1 have to ave. 

Yea ithath beene many times obſerved in the proper indg- 
experiments of humane life, that perfons whe ment ro be 
make profeſſion of a life moſt eminent, and tobe {**7<4i= Þ<- 
purified, and refined in devotion, and the know- 
ledge of th ings divine, if they be not fore-armed. 
with profound humility”, doe eagerly ſticke to 
their owne opinion, nay certainly you ſhall find 
of them, who after they have overcome divels, 
become divels to themſelves. Hildegardis was 
inanage, and a degree whereinthe words ef this 

ood man had no longer that effe& which they 
ormerly had in hereducation. 

Ir is ſtrangetoſce how ſoone lovers and ficke 
folkes become angry : ſhee ſo with-ſtood hisad- 
vice, that ſhe doubted not to ſay to poore Araſe Prudence of 
pus, That either hee was & comard, or a Traytor to ©4P%- 
her fortune: and that notwithſtanding al this diſcourſe, 
ſhee ws reſolved either to flie ,.or die. Hee, who 
ſaw this ſpirit like to a ſwolne ſea, thought it 
was but to looſe words to ſpeak in ſo impetuous 
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aitormeof paſſion :: but not whaly tadiſeng 

herfrom his caunſcll, yeelding vo the time = 
very gently ſaid, wee muſt then endevour to-han- 
die this bufinefſe with a ſoft couch, and ro:difco- 
verne part: hereaf ro any, who is not.worthy of 
much truft-: for aftentimes too many Phy fici- 
ans, and counſellers overthrow f{icke bodies, and 


. doubtfull cauſes: So:muchretoyced ſhe in this 


conſent, that inſtantly caſting her ſclfe about his 

necke, ſhe embraced .him., craving pardon, and 

promaſing that all this defigne fhould proceed 

according to hivinrentiens.that he alone ſhould 

diſpoſeall things neceſlary for their departure : 
fheeher ſelfe undertake the reſt. 

Iris moſt true; her oredit was not ſmall, for be- 
lides:that theſe Barbarians honoured this Prin- 
ceſſeof virgins, whom they ſerved in che Tem- 
ple as a: Divinity, Hildegerdir by ber fweet dil- 
pefition, andobliging.courteſfiesinohe fpace of 
Fonreteene or Fiftcenc'yeerss,hadwith cafe gai- 
ned-geod fervants , wHo:rſheerhoughtwould not 
taxle herat ber-need : (hee likewiſe had fo ab ſo- 
lute a/powertoviſitpni ions, toenter intodunge- 
ons,and many times atherrequeſttoenlarge pri- 
{oners; as.it ſeemed to: promiſe: hermuch facili- 
ty ina projet, whichwas otherwiſe impoſſble : 
Italfo happened very fortunately, that the exe- 
cutien of offenderswas put off till: another day, 
for ccrtaine cuſtomes of antiquity; andreligion, 
thatareſtrong chaines among people,and which 
gave herfull ſcope:to accompliſh her deſires. 


Weedaily facamong manyoccurrents of af- 
| faires, 
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faires, that to be verified, which an ancient Ay. 
thor ſaid, who having made a largerccitall of all 
the naturall armes which God gweth creatures : 
he affirmes a woman eminently hath them all, 


and that there is neither fire, nor ford, which 


celdeth noteither to beauty, or cunning wyle 

which with them arc very frequent. Shea able 
to wllke thorough a Corps-du-guard, to pierce 
Rockes, and to {eat her ſelfe in places, where a6- 
thing can penetrate, but lightning. Hildegartles 
ſo mannaged herbuſinefle 1na ſhort time, that a 
hundred iron gates were all-mof ready to fly 
open at her command. 


Shee having diſpoſed fo many affe&ions to 


her ſervice, failed not to viſite the priſoners, Hildegerda vi. 
whom ſhe knew naturally, much to defire their 5th the pri- 


liberty. Shee went about mid-night into the 
dungeon, accompanied only with a truſty maid- 
ſervant, and a page, who bare a Torch before 
_ them: The poore gentlemen extremely weary 
with the labours of the former day,and who after 
ſo great a perplexity of thoughts, began to ſleep 
upon their ſadnefſe, hearing the greatdore to o- 
n with a confuſed noiſe : they ſuddenly awake- 
ned, but when they beheld this heavenly face 
which promiſed moreday-lighc totheir affaires, 
then the torch could afford to their eyes, it ſce- 
med unto them ſome Divinity favourable to 
_ theiraffe&ionswas.deſcended into the dungeon 
to comfort them : but perceiving it was the ſhe- 
Prieft of the Temple, which had charge to at- 
tend the ſacrifices, they were ſomewhat aſton 
PEG F 2 ſhed: 
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ſhed : But the generous 7ſchyrion cried ont aloud, 


( Madame) what i6 the matter, come ou then to leade 
ws out go butchery ? Shee deſirous to ſound them, 
anſwered, ( Sir,) trouble not your ſelfe, but as you 
have fought valiantly, diſpoſe your ſelves to die bravely. 
To which he replyed, he was already thoroughly 
prepared, and asked her if it were ſhe muſt do the 
deed > Towhich ſhe anſivered : That never had 
ſhe learned the trade to cut mens throats, but 
that ſhe was onely to afliſt in the ſacrifice : agd to 
cut off the tipps of rhe victimes haire, tothrow 
the firſt fruits into the flames. 

I, at the leaſt render thankes to my fortnne 
( ſaith Fau#in) that we are fallen into ſogoold a 
hand : and that fince wee muſt needes die, our 
death ſhall be honoured with the eyes of ſuch a 
beauty. Vponthis Hildegards felt her heart ſur- 
prized, and ſtood ſome diſtance of time without 
ſpeaking one word : caſting hereyes on the yong 
Tacimhw , kept in the ſame dungeon : and who 
notw ithfland. ing the light and voice {till ſlept ſe- 
curely. Behold ( ſaith 1ſchyrion)) how this child 
doth allicthe brother to the ſiſter, that is, ſleepe 
to death > Whyſhould wee ſo much feare death, ſince 
to ſpeake truly it is (as it mere) nothing elſe but to per- 
forme once for all, nhat Tacinthus now doth, and nh at 
wee daily doe mary times, Then turning himſelfe 
witha ſmiling countenance tothe veſtall , ( Ma- 
dame) faith he ſhould wee dare to hope a favour 
from you, we would not beg life: Forwee know 
wee are accounted in the number of the moſt 
wretched ſacrifices, and thatthe people muſt be 


appeaked

appeaſed by our death : Doe then bur ſave this 
Intle innocent,pardon the tendernefle of his age, 
take pity onthe ſorrow of his father : verely wc 
may vaunt even in theſe dungeons, hee is onr 
deare conqueſt, and that we have purchaſed him 
ina ſharpe combat, at the price of our bloud : 
which cauſeth his death to aMii& us more ſenſfi- 
bly then our owne. _ 

At this word Hildegardis breathed foorth a 
deepe ſigh, which ſhee notwithſtanding foughr 
to ſmoother: yet turning to her companion, ſhe 
{aid, | 

Verely this heart is truly generous,whar could 
hee doe more, ſhould hee pleade his brothers 
cauſe > Bchold what contempr of death, what 
reſolution > Tv ts fitreF for ſuch to live, ſince they ſo 
well know how to uſe life. 

Therevpondrawing ncere vnto him, ( Sir ſaid 
ſhee,) Doe me the honour to tell me your name, 
and what you arc : He replyed there needed in 
him for ſacrifice, but body and ſoule , as for his 
name, it ſerved for no other uſc. That a# nhich 
miſerable men can doe, 1s wiſely to conceale themſelves, 
ard that among diſaſters the moſt ſecret were ever the 
beſt for generow ſoules, This anſwere more enkin- 
dled the curioſity of the Lady to enquire after 
that, which he was willing todiſſemble, ſo thar 
ſceing himſelfe preſſed on all fides, he faid,(Ma- 
dame) Iam called 1ſthyrion ſince you muſt needs 
kr.ow it, andI intreat you to thinke, I doe not 
now begin to fight with Monfters; for my whole 
life reſembleth thoſe pieces of Tapiſtry , where 
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Dragons are ſecne among goldenapples ; Ir is a 
perpetuall web of miſeries , and glories, there 
was never any thing ſo various : I have beene 
told I ſprang | from regall bloud, but being 
very young , and unknowne, was ftolne a- 
way by Pirates, and then recovered againe by 
ſhepherds; whereof Thoas, the moſt eminent a- 
mong them, was pleaſed to breed mee with his 
owne ſonne Fauftin here preſent; with whom I 
have vowed a moſt faithfull and tri& amity : 
After that, I hadavehement defire to travell all 
the world over with him, and to make enquiry 
into my birth; which I have hitherto done : nor 
is there any place of fame inthe habitable world, 
to which in this my youth I havenot travelled, 
and ennobled it with ſome conqueſt : wee toge- 
ther have ſcene above a hundred times the gates 
of death wjde open to receive us ; but till our 
200d cons ſome way for our deliverance, 
 untillnowlI ſeeno helpeatall: verely in my o- 
pinion, death alone muſt ſhew mee the place, 
where My parents are. | 
He cutoff theſe words very ſhort, unwilling 
to ſcemeeither vaine-glorious in therecitall of 
1115 owne adventures, or ſuppliant to purchaſe 
[;ife by the hiſtory of his travels : But ſhee who 
conſidered theſe diſcourſes, like unto Pictures 
which tcl] more then they exprefle : not being a- 
bleany longer todiſſemble her heart, which ſhee 
ſecmed to J:Rill with her teares, having broken 
{ome very deepe ſobs. faid unro htm, 
Worthy fir, and friend: God hath not created 
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me arocke ts be infenfible of humanemilſeries : 
I plainly: fee: your atchievements very necre ap- 
proach the-fortunes.of our houſe, and ir ſeemes 
the web» of: ourdeftinies hath. paſſed thorough 
the one , and the ſame band. : For my father 
had a ſonne taken from him.when he was very 
young ;. 2 while after the dearh of his wife, 
(my thrice honoured Mother): which drenched 
bim into 'odeepa ſorrow, that thorough priefe 
he expeReddeath. Hee notwithſtanding com- 
forted himſeift-in me, beholdingime in moſt in- 
nocent yeeres, of a nature very cheerefull': and 
doubted not but that I in time might bring him 
a ſonne, on whom he might repoſe his decaying 
age..' But who is able to penetrate the rurnes, 
and winding wayes of this great Laborinth of 
time ? and theemployments of worldly afaires:

and to ſound ifin theſe images of death wee bee 
capable of vaine hopes > If you wiſhed us (0 
well, as your words witneſle, you might finde 
men fitenowgh to yeeld you true ſervice. How - 
( Sig)) replyeth ſhee, doe yee thinke theſe words 
which I moyſten with the waters of mine eyes, 
are counterfeit > I command in this place, and 
have abſolute pewer to ſct you all at liberty, to 
mount you on horſebacke, to arme you, fo that 
you employ the {ſword which I will put into 
your hands, for my ſafety.

To ſpeake plainly, Gad made this Monarch, ,...... 
as a rare peece of his Cabinet, making uſe of chorlemairre. 


himſclfe for a' modell ; and ſctring him in ſo 
great adegree of earthly greatnefle, tothe end 
his vertues admired by people, and imitated by 
Kings , might paſſe intoexample for poſterity. 
Natute inhim layd deep foundations, grantin 

him qualities bath of minde, and body, which 
promiſed nothing-of mediocrity ,'and good c- 


ducation comming to build thereon, raiſed per- 


teations, which rendering themſelves lovely ro: 
alltheworld , became profitable for the ſervice 
of the ſoveraigne of Monarchs. 

Plizy the younger ſaid, thoſe ſeemed to him 
the moſt fortunate of mey, who.did as worthy 
to bewriten » And inthe ſecond place, ſuch as 
compoſed workes worthy to bee read ; but that 
ſuch as could -performe both the one, and the 0- 
ther, were arrived toa high degree of happines, 
and perfection. Now this is it which our 
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Charles hath done, who was one of the moſt 
knowing among the learned, and of the moſt 
couragious among the warlike : and as he ſigned 
his edits with the pommellofhis ſword; ſo hee 
ſhewed, that ifthe point were to wound his cne- 
mies ; hee kept the orher end for his ſubieQs, 
making fo ſweet a mixture of armes, and lawes, 
that innocency, and valour which very ſeldome 
accord ; found in his perſona moſt worthy rem- 
perature. Heehad a heart largeas a ſea, which 
contained in it's capacity all the ornaments rhar 
uſe todignifie great Prinees;and as there wasno- 
thing too high for his courage; ſo was therenor 
any thing fo low in his Empire that was exclu- 
dedfrom the care, and favourof his goodneſle. 
Hee was religious inthe exerciſes of piety , up- 
right in the decrees of Iuſtice,innocent incourt, 
holy tn purple, and although rhe love of women 
ſet ſome ſpots upon this glorious Sunne, yet 
pennance wiping them'away hee fayled not to 
deſerve inhis title the name'of Father of the world, 
and to ſee in Heaven Altars conſecrated to his 
memory thorough the peoples piety, | 

This is to ſhew what kinde of man Gad is 
plicaſed to makenſeof, rodiflodge Divels, and 
to make 1do/atry yeeld upthe laſt breath,which 
being baniſhed/from the other three parts of the 
world, found yer among the Saxons; afrars and 
Temples to the prej odice of” hamane bloud, 
Charlemaigne was enflamed with an incomparable 
zcale, to ſubie& all people vnder his obedience 
to Chriſtﬀan lawes, ror could he endutethepoint

Bebold the cauſe why hee. being confident, 
reſolved to tame the Saxons ; and to arrange Mas of ihe 
them under the lawes of the Goſpel : yet there © 
wanted not many todiſſwadehim from this war, 
telling him he muſt fightwith forreſts, and men | 
more ſavage then Wolves , who would dearely 
ſell moſt baſe bloud art. the price of the life of a 
brave Nobility : That conqueſt was painefull, 
event uncertayne, danger cs , and vi» 
Qory little glorious ;. and althongh they were 
once vanquiſhed, it would bedaily to bee begun 
againe : theſe. men having nothing more con- 
ſtant among them then perperuall inconſtancy : 
That the wayes were very rugged, victuals very 
hard to be tranſported, the fituationof places in- 
finitely advantagious to theſe people, and all- 
molt inſupportable for ſtrangers. : 
All ſeemed ſufficient enough to Ray the pur- 
poſes of this Prince., but his great heart pricked * 
on to generous ations by the ſpur.of obſtacles 
which preſented themſelves to hinder his courſe 
after hee had.concluded upon this warre in his 
dictat Wermes, hee mannagcd ito bravely,that 
 heenever let his Target fall, rillhe ſaw r<bellion 
wholy proſtrated under his feet. There is no 
queſtion, bur all theſewarres made by Idolaters, 
and SeQaries, for the defence of a fantafic ofre- 
1i10n ; being blowne into them by the breath 
of the Serpent , and. having no other ſoule then 
fury, ranne to a point of reſiſtarice; till it meets 
Ls I 4 | with: 
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with the obftinacy of Divels. Ir is a ſtrange 
thing that theſe Barbarians held this invincible 
Monarch for the ſpace of Thirty Three yeercs 
with ford in hand upon divers reaſumprions 
of armes, and never ycelded to juftice, till they 
were by force quite exhauſted of men, money, 
and bloud : How many times ſaw rhey rivers 
over-flow with their bloud > How often did 
they behold mountaines raifed high with the 
bodics of their fellow-Citizens > Hoiv many 
times did the ſtrange defolationof their Conn- 
rries, deveſting theweeping fields on all fides, 
invite them to peace-2 Yet theſe Barbarians 
when Charlemaigne held his foot on their throat, 
tho:ough a diſſembled. piety demaunded Bap- 
tiſme : but fo ſoone as oy ſaw themſelves he 
ſtronger (ide, they forraged the Conntrey with 
moſt deſperate hoſtilities ; they killed rhe Ga- 
riſons, they maſſacred the Prieſts , they burnt 
thealtars, to which they fled for refage ; and ne- 
ver did theſe Anteuſfe's bow downe their heads 
before our Hercules, but toderive from thence 
new forces to his diſadvantage. 

They renewed wars afrefh fixeor feven times, 
wherein neceſſarily hee was enforced to cruſh 
them as Serpents, and bury them in their torall 
ruine, which happened art that timegrhen. Whiti- 
kizdu their Captaine, and theleadcr of theſe in- 
cendiaries, weakned by ſo much cffufion of 
bloud ; and vanquithed in ſundry bartailes,yeel- 
ecd himfelfe tothe clemency of rhe King, and 
made a notable converſion to the Catholique 
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faith, which was followed by his Nobility, and 

le, who commonly are tyed with long - 
chaines of neceflitic, to the fortune of great 
ones. Then was it that the Ciry, and Citta- 
dell of Ereſbewrge, (wherein all the deteſtable ſa- 
crifices of yminſul, were made; ) were wholly EET 
ſubjected to the Armes of this brave Conque- ra 
rour, who overthrowing the worſhip of falſe 
gods ; planted there the ſtandard of the Crofle, 
Charlemaiene centred into this Caſtle, as an An- 
gell ſcnt from Heaven, for the deliverance of 
our priſoners ; for the infamous ſacrificers ſur- 
_ prizedwith his ſo unexpeQedapproach ; and a- 
ſtoniſhed by the Viforious ſtandardsof France, 
preſently fled, no more able to endure the pre- 
ſence of -this Prince; then the night-bars can 
ſuffer the rayes of the Snnne. 

In the.meane time, the miſcrable Cledoa/da 
comfortlefly bewailed his little 7acinthw,whom Clalde pre- 
hee held: for altcady ſacrificed : and having cymntemage. 
once ſhut-up his eyes from the light, he perpe- 4 
tually opened them to teares ; which ceaſcd not 
to diſtill from them, become blinde. When he 
underſtond of the arrivall of Charlemaigne, hee 
came to caſt himſelfe at his: feete , to begge 
revenge for his ſonne's blond, being out of 
hope hee-was yet alwe, and verily belecving 
all was told him toucbing certayne gallants, 
that had endevourcd to hinder this bloudy fa- 
crificewas but an invention of his friends, who 
were willing toaffoord him this charity to ſwee- 
cen his torments» The King ſecing this grave 
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comely man ſo-disfigured , and overwhelmed: 
by the violence of ſorrow , was ſtrueken with 
great compaſſion , and confidering hee could 
not ſpeake--but thorough broken fobs, which 
choaked all his words : bee truly:1udgcd this 
ſoule was infinitely afflicted; whereupon en- 


: couraging him, hee ſaid, Hee ſhould give ſome 


eruce tothe ſence of bis griefe, | and that 1f fortune 


had made him- miſerable, hee. flood before a Prince, 


who was able to make him happy. The poore Lord

(Sir,) Why doth your Maiefty entitle mee miſera- 
ble, and not rather the true anatomy of miſerie © Foy 
the evils I ſuffered, mounted to ſuch. aheioht., that 
they admit no: compariſon' among the flrangeſt acri. 
dents of this age. Heauen having grunted met's 
fortunerich, and eminent enough in the world, made 
me alſo « father of Three Children + Two wheyeop 
were taken from mee in their. tendey yeeres,; which [ 
thought nowld have coft mee” my life, ('ſomnch haue 
1 deplored them night and day without intermiſſion; ) 
but inthe end ( as time is wwiſe Phyſitian for our miſe- 
ries, not ſuffering our dolours to bee everlaftirg ina 
life fo ſhort ;)' my wound which foy fo long time bad 
beenefreſh, and bleeding began to berome aſcarrecand 
ex 4 ſodaine brake out againe; by reaſon of @ cruelty 
without example, T ſetled my (elfe in this wretched 
Countrey ro ſeeif I might diſcover fome marks of my 
loffe , mhen one-day afflifed with ſo many anxieties, 
as inceſſantly tormoyled my poore heart + 1 bad'a 
degre. to hunt , nherein extraordinarily eager 1 ſought 
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ro kill a Bore, retyred tathe foot of a flatue of a god of 


of this Countrey, ercied in the woods. 

1 had no ſooner diſpatched him, but behold a weyce 
dreadfull and menacing came out-of this 1doll , which 
condemned me to blindneſſe, and the whole Countrey 
to a moſt meager fierility: if this fault were not ſpee- 
didy —__— , and verily 1 in an inflant became 
blind, and my companions ſaw the gra e dryed and wi- 
cthered up under their feet, mhereat 1 being much ama- 
zed, moji humbly proſtrated my ſelfe at the feet of this 
god, beſeeching to-know of himmhat ſatisfaion he de- 
ſired of me, he then appointed I ſhould effer that thing 
in ſacrifice which 6-8 jraftuead it ſelfe unto mee in my 


returne homeward, which 1 moſt willingly affented unto, 


net thinking -0n the ſequel! of this wnhappy promiſe: 
when behold poore Tacinthus, mine onely ſon, whore 1 
with ſo much carehad bred , and who alonc was able to 
comfort me in all my leſſes : wpon thereport that I was 
hunting in the groue of Irminſul , came out to meer 
me with unſpeakable io, So ſoone as T heard thewoyce 
of tht tender lambe, I was ſo ſurpriſed in all my ſences, 
that 1 knew not what to ſay ;, he on theother ſide bemoa- 
ned my Llindneſſe, and enquiredwith all his endevours 
ſome remedy for my diſafter , when by chance having 
wnde-ſtood the knot of the bufinefie, this imcomparable 
ſonne hatned to preſent himſelfe at the altar of Irmin- 
ſul, where I verily am perſiraded, the ſacrificers , who 


will not mittigate any thing of their cruelty have offe- 


red up, and torne in pieces this little body, as flefh in the 
ſhambles. 


But (Sir) at the leaft,revenge rhe bloud of my poore 
K 2 vidime, 
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vi@imr, ſince y0u are the worlds arbitrator, axd if there 
yet remaine any pars of his aſbes, or bones,? beſeech your 
Afgieftie they may be reftored me, that I may bury 
them il my boſtrmne, and powre out my ſoule upon chew. 


The King birterly wept when hee heard 
theſe Tragicall accidents, and promiſed 'ro - 
affoord him all poſſible comfort ; for which 
Clodoxldme lifting tris hands up to:Heaven, gave 
thankes to the gods, and when a Biſhop 
preſent told him hee muſt take away. this plura- 
lity of gods, and delecve ha, loveraipne 
Monarch of Heaven, and Earth , who. had 
ſanQified the world by the incarnation of his 
Word , hee required to bee inſtructed in our 
Religion, which was quickly anted; and fo 
foone as his minde was d with the 
rayes of faith : this miſt which the Devills 
had cauſed, was diffolved, to the admiration of 
all the World, and foorth-with hee diſpoſed 
himſelfe to prayſe , and thanke God, never 
leaving the King, from whom he began to hope 
much, and that beyond all expeRation. 

Charlemaigue entring intothe Caſtle; ſaw the 
gods of the Saxons, and among other,the Idoll 
of Credos, whom Hiſtorians thinke to: bee the 

Saturne of the Greciens ; which: verily was an 
Ido!l of bloud, and” maſſacres; and to which 
they offered in many places, ſacrifices of men 
and children, as wee underſtand from the rela- 
tion of Pagan Antiquitics. There 1:kewiſe ſtood 
Frminſul all armed from head to foot, holding in 
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one band a ſtandard with a roſe figured in it, and 
inthe other a ballance, having beſides a Beare 
cngraven on h1s Cairaſſe, and a Lion on his 
Target: Wherupon Craxtziw,and other Hiſtori- 
ans give ſundry explications, eaſie to bee obſer. 
ved. Moreover there was a ſtatue of Yenw,which 
ſhewed itwas no extraordinary matter for rheſc 
Idolaters to ad homicides and ſlaughters, to the 
ordures of the impurity, whereof this /rminſu!, 
bare the figure. 

This brave Monarch breathed out a deepe 
ſigh.ſeceing theſe prodigious deities, which had 
bitherto amuſed this miſerablepeople,and as he 
was about to cauſe them to be demollifhed, one 
came totcll him there were priſoners of note in 
#he dungeon, reſerved tobe very ſpeedily ſacri- 
'ficed : Wherevpon hee in all hafte appointed a 
commiſſary with guards about him to bring 
them foorth, and to bee informed of the crimes 
wherewith rhey were to be charged. . 

The poore Hildegardis buryed in this deepe garrow of + 
darkeneſſe, expected nothing but the pile and Hildegndi, - - 
flames,fearing the high Prieſt, factious, and en- - | 
raged, would draw to himſelfe a reputation of 
honour, ſigned with her bloud : Wherevpon 
fhewhbolly reſolved for death; but itextremely 
troubled her,that together with life they ſought

Tombe, (If aſhes which fly away with thewind, 
may expect the funerall rites ofa Tombe,) ſhee 
complayned that having ſo charily preſerved her 
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virginity, of which fire it ſelfe bad rendred a 
moſt ſolemne teſtimony, yet did the rage of her 
enemics handle her as a harlor. | 

Shee deplored that her aſhes ſhould remaine 
in a barbarous Countrey, her ſelfe to bee buried 
in oblivion, as the moſt unknowne, and aban- 
doned creature of the World ; and chat of ſo 
much kindred ;' andallies, there was not one 
would come to ſtrew ſome (illy flowers on the 

- place impreſſed with the prints of her puniſh- 

ments. | 

And as wee are free in our deſires, ſhee in 
thought wiſhed,thar ſome one ar the leaſt would 
one day carry the remainders of her aſhes toher 
father, and ſay unto him. Behold here the [amen- 
table reliques of that daughter whom you ſo much - 
ſought , ſo much hane benailtd, never giving end to 
zour ſearch, or teares, The poore creature us dead un- 
der mojl cruell torments, leaving her life, and memory 
in the flames of a burning pile prepared by her enemies, 
but ſhe ts dead as a child of honour , and hath not di(- 


graced the example of hey Mother, nor the wertue of hey 
anceſſors. 


\A'cc all of us retaine ſome love for the affe- 
ion, andeſtimationof poterity; which is a 
great note of the immortality of our foules. It 
ſcemcd to herzif ſome one would promiſe the ac- 

-»>compliſhment of this defire,ſhe ſhould diewith 
- mvch ſatisfation, that her father would bee 
comforted therewith, and willingly affoord the 


laſt obſequies to this ſlencr portion of her 
body. 
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Having dreamed ſometime thereupon, ſhee 
bitterly bewailed thedeath of her deare 1ſchrj- 
on, of little Tacinthw, and Fauſlinus , fearing 
leaſt this uphappy ſurpriſall might redouble 
their puniſhments, the deſired yer once againe 
to ſpeake ith them before ſhee dyed, to aſſiR, 
comfort, and fortifie her ſelfe with them for this 
laſt paſſage: ſhee intreated ſhe might: bee per- 
mitted to ſpeake one word to- her toſter-father 
Araſpm, but itwas told her, hee was lately a- 
reſted, as being held guilty of the conſpiracy 
ſhee had plotted, which redoubled her ſorrow 
with the more violence, confidering-this inno- 
cent old man was involved in her ruines. In rhe 
end,the diſaſtrous Maid mourned in the dunge- 
91, wholy abſorpt in deepe milſcries; and be- 
ns deprived, the ſplendor of the day, ſhe ſaw 
in her jmagination all the confuſions of fortune, 
and a million of the images of death which af- 
ſayled her repoſe, when ſhee deſired toſhutup 
her eyes for heper | 

Then hearing the priſon doore open, ſhe cry- 
ed outaloud, Let ws goe, behold here the houre- ap- 
feinted by Heaven , which muſt give an end 10 {6 
many miſeries as inſtantly turmoyle thee, But one 
comming, who opencd a little window to ge:

Bur hearing ſome to murmure round abour 
her, who ſpake what fame publiſhed, that ſhee 
muſt bee burnt as a ſorcereſle; and that it was 
ſhe,who had lent her hand ro ſo many enormous 
ſacrifices commirted in this curſed place , this 
greatly amazed her : Bur forgetring her oper 
danger, for the love ſhee bare to 7ſchyrion, { 
asked whither thoſe gentlemen ſhut up in the 
next priſon were already pur rodeath, or no; to 
which it was anſwered, they were alive ; and 
ſhould bee ſentenced with her, andeven atthe__ 
ſame rime they were-taken out of priſon to bee.

{ater. In ſuch ſort, that theſe contradictions de- 
ſtroy all experience which notwithſtanding is 
the onely foundation of judiciary A ſtrologie.

bumazar held asan Oracle of learning amongſt 
them; having onee attributed the advancement 
of Chriſtianity to the good concurrence of con- 
ftellations, wentabourout of madnefſe ro:take 
the meaſure of its progreſſes, towhich God hath 
appointed no{imits:He left inwriting two moſt 
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notable falſhoods upon this point,the firſt wher- 
of is,that after the revolution of three ages,chan- 
ges of Empires ſhould bee made 1a the worle, as 
for example ( (ith hee) three bundred yeeres af- 
ter Alexander the great, Arelazer advanced him- 
ſelfe who conquered the Perſians, which is moſt 
untrue,and never heard ofrhoroughall hiſtories. | 
Hee proceedeth and ſaith, thatthree hundred 
yeeres afterithis Arelazor, Chriſt the Mefſtas is 
borne, which by his account ſhould havebeene 
fixe hundred yeeres after Alexander, although 
according to the ſupputation of the moſt nnder- 
ſtanding, this Monarch lived, but three hundred 
and fifty yeeres before him. But let us pafle o- 
ver this Parachroniſme, the ſame man addeth, 
cthataceordrng to the courſe of ſtarres, he fonnd

rcarmes,that after they have left ſhame,they pur 
_ themſelves in hazard to looſe Religion. A Lord, 
or Lady, is not now adayes prayſed if we ſay not, 
It 15 4 creature to be adored, [tis a Divinity ſenton 
carth to make it ſelfe knowne, and beloved in 
. mortall members, that irs ſpirit begins, where, 
that, of the moft ſupreame Intelligenciesends ; 
that it is the primeof faces ſo renowned amongſt 
the Hebrews, That it bath nothing common with 
others, butbirrth,and death. That there needs the 
life ofa Phxnix,to make up ſuch another maſter- 


peece, and ſuch likevaine complements, intol-
